It 
takes an average of twenty-one ties 
under each rail length, which, is 
thirty feet or 3.700 to the mile. 


In the past untreated and 
soft 


wood ties which were used had to be 
renewed at the rate of five to the 
rail length each year, and the aver- 
age life was six years. Treated ties. 
a creosote preparation being used, 
are said to last fourteen years. A 
j?ood many of these ties are now 
even being placed in branch lines. 
The average renewal this year is to 
be 175 treated ties to the mile of 
track, there being- 150,000 ties order- 
ed for the 856 miles of the "VVvmore 
division, and the total cost of 'he 
ties delivered on the ground rea !v 
for placing will be over ?260,000.

Only two fatalities resulted from 


thirty-one

-NICHOLAS MAASSEN.

The town- of Avoca, la., came'in for attention the 


other day when Nicholas Maassen died. Maassen was 
not a "first" citizen of the town. He had never occu- 
pied a position of prominence in the community. But 
he had worked as a farm-hand for forty years on the 
tome Iowa farm and for the same family—father and 
son. For thirty years he served George Lippold. Prev- 
ious to that he was in the employ of Lippold's father for 
over a decade. 


At his death It -was found Maassen had accumulated 


117.000 In cash and Liberty bonds. He never received 
over 140 to $50 a month In his life but was compen- 
sated on the earne basis as others engaged in his line 
of> T7t>rk. In recent years, when advancing age cut his 
usefulness on the farm, he received $100 a year and his 
board and clothes. 
It is easy to see that Maassen's 


•wants were few and very simple. He visited Avoca but 
once a, year, and only then for the purpose x>f "banking" 
his wages. Yet, for all of his sadly circumscribed life, 
Maassen's friends say he was happy—more so than 
thousand more fortunately endowed with -wealth. And 
lor all of his thrift, it was paid that he was not a miser. 


It is not likely that the world would progress far 


if everyone endeavored to follow the example set by 
Maasaen. T( it had been left to him it is hardly prob- 
able that thero would have been any real development 
oj the telephone and telegraph, which are now house- 
hold necessities. His life did not call for them. Auto- 
mobiles would be unknown. Existence for Maassen was 
complete without them. Paving, playgrounds, parks; all 
of t!he manifold civic undertakings which have dohe so 
much to revolutionize life, especially in the cities—all of 
the wonders of science, which have brought so many 
blesslngs to mankind—in short all of the hundred and 
one conveniences and benefits of modern civilization 
would be untasted. Tet, one can admire the spirit ot 
determination and thrift which marked the course of 
his lite and one can almost envy the spirit of contented,- 
noss with which he went about his daily humble tasks. 
performinff them, as best ho knew how.

A CURE FOR DEATH. 
•> 


Man's eternal search for a way to avoid death is 


rewarded with another reported cure for death, work- 
able under certain circumstances as late as a half hour 
after death has called, If ttte cause for the death Is pos- 
sible of Immediate removal. 
The- new discovery is 


called Adrenalin, extracted from the 
adrenal 
glands 


which are said to contain the control of the emotions 
of courage and fear, and it is hypodermically injected 
in large quantities into the heart of the victim of death. 
Then with the aid of artificial stimulation of the heart 
and artificial respiration, life is persuaded to return to 
the structure it has left. 


Dr. Dennis "W. Crile of Chicago and his uncle, Dr. 


•G. ~"W. Crile, of Cleveland, originated the method, which 
they say has been tried successfully on several persons 
pronounced dead who are now alive and at 
work. 


Erompt and rearless treatment are necessary the_, doc- 
tors say, and the method explained seems to be fearless 
at least. 


The methods were explained to the Chicago Medical 


society on April 3, and the possibilities of the use of the 
discovery In cases where death Is only threatening were 
discussed. The first use of the new preparation upon 
the human body was snld to have been in Belgium dur- 
ing the war -when soldiers, terribly mutilated by shell 
fire, were restored by it and with the necessary surgery 
•were able to survive. 
' 


The method of treatment Is too drastic to be pleas- 


ing- or applicable In many instances. Man's search for 
a way to ward 'off the inevitable will continue. Adren- 
alin is perhaps one step in the solution of our greatest 
mystery and as a medical term may come to mean a 
great saving ot life. But the age old hope of an elixir 
of life is not yet fulfilled. Life, more Interesting, more 
enjoyable, more filled each generation Is still the slave 
of death and the unknown.

The point raised is a delicate one. Under the ordin- 


ary rules of courtesy i,t was a difficult problem for 
^v"oo<I to refuse use of the yacht to the British visitor. 
Tet, his action -will no doubt meet with the approbation 
of the American government, and a large proportion ot 
the citizens. With costs of government 
constantly 


mounting, any official refusing to be a party to the ex- 
pensive pleasure trips by other officeholders, cannot ba 
condemned. The stir which his refusal has created may 
prove extremely beneficial In directing- attention to a 
situation which has been an expensive and mistaken 
courtesy.

LIFE OR DEATH 


Fear and suspicion stand in the way of the set- 


tlement of the world's problems in_,the opinion of Lord 
Robert Cecil, distinguished British statesman, and with 
the exception of ex-President Woodrow Wilson and Jans 
Smuts, of South Africa, the world's foremost advocate 
of the league of nations. Lord Cecil'is in America in 
support of the league of nations. With his visit only a 
few days old, he is meeting with the same treatment ac- 
corded other distinguished vlsttors from 
abroad, who 


have come to America to plead for participation of the 
United States in some "torni of world association. 


To the Charge that 
he is an impertinent meddler, 


endeavoring to instruct the people 
of America as to 


what they skould do about joining or not joining; the 
league of nations. Lord Cecil enters an indignant d«nial. 
It is not hard ty follow his line or reasoning—Not only 
Europe and the rest of the world, but America will suf- 
fer terribly is something; is not -done to clear away the 
clouds of hate and petty jealousies. 


"I am not ran Impertinent 
intervener 
in 
other 


people's affairs. I thought I had made 
it clear in my 


public statements that my object in coming here was 
to give Information about tfte league of nations as a 
first hand observer of a great international experiment. 
I would be guHty of the grossest impertinence if I at-' 
tempted to instruct the American people in thefr own 
affairs." / 
/ 
• • • 


Lord Robert does not believe the entrance of Amer- 


ica Into, the league of nations or some similar organiza- 
tion is necessary for its success. American participation 
would only serve to more quickly and thoroughly stabil- 
ize conditions, and give absolute assurance of a united 
world against war. With Germany and Russia in the 
league, all of the great nations of Europe, Asia, and 
South America are represented. 


Selfishness should dictate American 
participation, 


if one is to interpret the distinguished visitor's remarks. 
Warning that the next war would be Immeasurably 
more terrible than the last one is given, with the sug- 
gestion that American cities, despite the comfortable 
feeling of isolation in this country, are subject to destruc 
tion by airmen flying from over the sea. 
The three 


worst forms of warfare—the submarine, aircraft and 
land forces were not even considered at the Washington 
disarmament conference. 


"We have got to get a new spirit among the na- 


tions of this world," Lord Robert insists. "We have got 
!to turn their minds from force as/the only remedy. We 
have got to teach them that persuasion andj public opin- 
ion are of far greater potency than mere physical com- 
pulsion. 
- 
, 
"We read sometimes in the papers of unhappy in- 


dividuals, victims of a mania for drugs. They take to 
some of thesfe terrible inventions, and the more they 
take, the more they want, until they become drug 
maniacs, ruined in body and soul. 
"There may be such maniacs among the nations 


today. They are armament maniacs and humanity will 
not be safe until they are cured. What has caused this 
ho'-riblc state of things? Fortunately the diagnosis is 


•le. It all conies down to one single evil—interna- 


fear and suspicion."

And while Lord Robert Cecil is urging America* to 


lend her- influence towards banishing fear and s;us- 
picion,' his conclusions are given confirmation by Colonel 
David L. Stone, recently returned "United States rep- 
resentative on the Inter-Allied Rhineland High com- 
mission. Colonel Stone spoke in Omaha two days ago 
en the Ruhr invasion'by France. 


France and Germany arc locked in a death strug- 


gle, he declared, with only two possiWe solutions—the 
more probable one of which is greatly inimical to the 
world's progress. It may follow that the German labor- 
ing men in the affected area may become hungry and 
demand the German government pay France her in- 
demnity. But more likely, hunger Trill throw'the popu- 
lace into the hands of bolshevist leaders, and not only 
France but the entire world will suffer as a result. 


Three thoughts have actuated France since the war, 


Colonels Stone declared—one to equalize the^great dif- 
ference between her man power and Germany, the sec- 
ond to destroy the German Federation set up by Bis- 


marck, and the third to surround Germany with a set 


of antagonistic nations such as Poland, Czecho-SfovaRia 
the Rhineland and Belgium. 
Immediately after the 


treaty of Versailles, Colonel Stone said, Germany sent 
all of her gold into foreign countries, and since then 
has resisted every effort to collect reparations. Con- 
tinuing he said: 


"There may be some persons present 'who believe 


in isolation. "What goes on in Europe affects the United 
States and its prosperity. We used to sell our products 
over there but now the market is closed. If that market 
is not opened then we must cut down production, pro- 
ducing only enough to satisfy our own wants. Millions 
will be thrown out of employment, unemployment will 
result and a great danger will arise in this country. 
This must not take place here. We must establish har- 
monious relations in Europe for our own self prot»c- 
tion. 
The only way harmonious conditions can be 


brought about is for various nations to have faith in 
each other.

She should be looking out on life and the 


world with the splendid Idealism of youth. 


There is danger In this delay. 
The- old sores of International hatreds and dis- 


trusts are becoming more malignant. Either the world 
powers today, in the language of Lord Robert Cecil, 
must "learn or perish." There can be no makeshift. It 
is life or death.

The east has returned to normalcy as far as general 


business conditions are concerned and the central and

Andrew Mellon, secretary of the treasury and one of 
the nation's leading financiers, and the -official, report of 
the federal reserve board. Conditions over the country 
.cenorally will soon be better thar. at any time since the 
war prosperity of 1919. 


February failures showed an unexpected drop in 


number and amount involved over January and over 
February a year ago and it Is thought the March re- 
turn will show still more of a decrease. Concern over 
the possibility-of another period of inflation Is discoun- 
ted by the secretary of the treasury, who believes the 
speculation now reported is only the natural accom- 
paniment of returning prosperity and expansion. 


The federal reserve bank bulletin reports little in- 


crease In borrowing although commercial member banks 
have greatly increased their loans to their customers. 
The mounting gold reserves of these banks, it Is said, 
have permitted the member banks to maintain a low 
indebtedness to tho reserve banks while allowing1 them 
to make new loans to their patrons,without relying npon 
the federal reserve banks for rediscount privileges.

Day and night for 58 days, without the engine 
being stopped once, and without the official teak 
on B* hood being lrok.cn, a stock Hupmobile was 
driven 26,165 miles by drivers working in 
three shifts about Salt Lake City and over a 
maze of Inter-Mountain highways in Utah, 
Idaho and Wyoming. 


The starter was removed before the run began. 
Oil was taken on through a special tube in 
the side of the sealed hood. This intake for 
oil, as well as the intakes for gas and water,^ 
were all securely sealed, and were broken and' 
re-sealed only under official inspection.'

The route of the car, for the most part, was 
over a maze of mountain highways. Part of 
the course led the ear into the precipitous 
mountain canyons of Heber, Provo, and 
Parleys, in the Wasatch range. 


The "high spots" of the test included trips 
into many of the steepest canyons of the west, 
including Brighton, at the head of Big Cotton- 
wood and American Fork Canyon, generally 


conceded to be the steepest incline in trie 
west During the last 14 miles of this trip cars 
are forced to climb from a 4400 to an 8700- 
foot elevation.

The engine was brought to a stop only after 
the fan belt had broken, at 26.J65 milesr The 
car then completed its 60th day with a mile- 
age of 27,096 


it was immediately torn down and inspected 
under direction of Pro(. A. LeRoy Taylor of 
the Automotive Department of the University 
of Utah. He reported that the engine—with 
33,000 miles to its credit—showed only slight 
wear; that the life of this stock Hupmobile 
bad only just commenced. 


Prof. Taylor's detailed report contained the 
folio-wing significant statements:—The 
amount of carbon deposited x>n the pistons 
and* cylinder block was surprisingly small. 
The pistons showed, Ijy micrometer caliper 
measurements, the maximum 'out of round' 
of .OP05 (five ten thousandth) inch. The 
second and third rings showed practically" no 
wear. The first rings on three of the cylinders 


had worn .002 (two thousandth) inch. The 
crankshaft bearings were in excellent condi- 
tion and showed practically a perfect fit 


The qualities revealed by the car in this test 
'—its economy records—the way it stood up 
in continuous service such as not one motor 
car in ten thousand is asked to give—these 
things are not remarkable or unusual for the 
Hupmobile.
